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Art Gallery 
Owners To Look 
For New Site

An art gallery, for all its charm, 
apparently like poems, isn't as 
lovely as a uee or even another 
family living nearby. 

So Donald S. Lewis, senior and 
junior, o"'ners of Auslew Gallery at 
5548 Sajo Farm Road in the Bay- 
side Borough, have decided to call it 
quits and look for a friendlier cli- 
mate for their gallery. 

Br.t first they have to find a 
buyer for ths 17,000 square-foot 
mansion on the old Sam Jones Es- 
tate. 

Their real estate agent, James H. 
Brunt, said that the owners hope to 
sell the house, "hopefully to a large 
family," and walk away. But the 
Lewises need some time and a little 
sign to show people where the 
gallery is. This way the prospective 
buyers won't be knocking on the 
door of next door neighbor Mary 
Ruth Scott, who told City Council 
last week that some of the gallery's 
clientele have even walked into her 
living room. 

Scott claimed that the gallery vi- 
olated its use permit and people 
come at all hours of day and night 
looking for the Lewises. She said 
that one of the neighbors was sued 
by one of the sccurily guards and 
another detained by police. She said 
that the gallery was incompatible 
with the residential zoning. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that back in 1986 when the condi- 
tional use permit for the gallery 
was awarded to the Lewises, he did 
not think the use was suitable. A 
business at the end of a dirt road in 
a residential area is not compatible, 
he said. The experiment hasn't 
worked out, he said, but he thought 
the city should give the Lewises 
lime to relocate.

His motion to extend the use 
permit for another year (the Lewises 
had asked for two) with all the same 
conditions and to allow them to 
have a directional sign measuring 
five inches by 18 inches was ap- 
proved. 

Brunt said that the Lewises 
thought they wwe good neighbors, 
but apparently they were not 

The sign neighbors complained 
about a condition which says no 
signs on tlw property, he said, and 
was put up die Virginia Opera As- 
sociation which used the gallery for 
a promotion in April and May. Re- 
ports from neighbors that 20 to 60 
cars are parked at the gallery were 
not true, he said, except possibly 
during the promotion. The condi- 
tion limits daily visitore to eight. 
Brunt said that it would be nice "if 
we could have eight visitors." 

He concluded that "you can't run 
a business when you know some- 
body can kick you out and said that 
ihe owners d«:ided it was time to 
retreat 

"If we sell tte house, we will 
walk away." 

Scott said that although the per- 
mit had expired the Lewises added a 
second floor gallery and that allow- 
ing them to keep the gallery was 
"like rewarding them for breaking 
your rules." she said. 

The extension of the permit was 
granted by a vote of 10-1 with 
Mayor Meyera Obcmdorf dissent- 
ing.

Now, Arts Center 
And Others Gain 
From Her Efforts

There's volunteers. 

And then there's volunteers. 

And while practically all 
volunteers arc very, very, very 
important to the organizations 
they serve, some of them may 
carry an extra measure of effec- 
tiveness and efficiency because 
of their backgrounds. 

Such as the case for Anne D. 
Fieder, a museum specialist and 
Virginia Beach Center for the 
Arts volunteer. 

With a bachelor's degree in 
fine arts from the University 
of Virginia, and having com- 
pleted a Christie's Fine Arts 
Program in London, and a 
summer aru program at Yale 
University in New Haven, 
Conn., that conslilulcs just the 
beginning of FIcdcr's creden- 
tials. 

Fieder has also helped The 
Institute of Contemporary Art, 
and Skinner, Inc., Auctioneers, 
both in Boston; the National 
Gallery of Art in Washington, 
D.C.; the IBM Gallery of Sci- 
ence and Art, in New York; and 
the Abby Aldrich Rockefeller 
Folk An Center, in Williams- 
burg. 

With that type of resume, 
she seems pretty well suited to 
help Virginia Beach's arts cen- 
ter, while at the same purusing 
a full-time position in her 
field. 

"I feel I'm qualified to do 
good work and want to help an 
arts organization," said Fieder, 
a North End resident and wife 
of Lawrence Fieder, a Norfolk 
attorney who is also active in 
real estate management. 

She said working in Virginia 
Beach has been a real "eye- 
opener," as she works about 10 
hours a week helping the cen- 
ter "get the word out about the 
center and its programming." 

The local Virginia Beach 
community has not embraced 
ihc center with open arms "as 
much as ii could," i^leder said, 
adding that the center's staff is 
working very hard to erase the 
"elitist reputation" with which 
the facility, located at tte ex- 
pressway's eastem terminus on 
Parks Avenue at the Ocean- 



front, has unfairly been sad- 
dled. 

"What I'd like to see with 
the arts community arcawide," 
Fieder, 28, said, "is more of a 
collaborative effort. Maybe 
because of (arts) funding prob- 
lems, people will look at each 
other." Notably, she would 
like to see more interaction 
between such local arts institu- 
tions, such as the Chrysler 
Museum in Norfolk, arts center 
and art galleries. In fact, to 
help draw more visitors to die 
Beach's arts center, it recently 
eliminated its admission fee. 

Regarding the public's in- 
dulgence, or lack thereof, of 
controversial art, such as the 
controversial photography ex- 
hibits of Robert Mapplethorpe 
and Andres Serrano, whose 
works have contained sexual 
and religious themes and over- 
tones that some people found 
offensive, Fieder said that art- 
sists should be free to, in this 
case, photograph what diey 
like and not have to feel 
threatened by governmental 
censorshop. 

"What I'd like to see 
with the arts com- 
munity areawide, is 
more of a collabora- 
tive effort."

"I can understand people be- 
ing turned off or being of- 
fended by some of their pic- 
tures," she said, "but diey 
don't have to see them." 

Fieder, a Norfolk na- 
tive, is the daughter of Arthur 
and Renee Fieder, who still re- 
side in that city. Her father is 
a mattress manufacturer and her 
mother is active in the 
Chrysler's docent program. 

The 1981 Norfolk Academy 
graduate has two brothers, 
Jamie, 32, and Richard, 34, 
who are boUi married and in 
business with their father. 
Fieder obtained her art history 
degree at U.Va. in 1985, aftcr- 
which she went to London en- 
roll^ in Christie's Art History 
Connoisseurship Program, 
wanting to become competent 
in authenticating and catalogu- 
ing European and American art 



jjbjects from the 1400s to the 
present. She visited British 
art galleries, museum and auc- 
tion houses, studying elements 
of decorative fine arts "to have 
an understanding of art history 
as it developed. 

"To be exposed to a Euro- 
pean city like London gave me 
a belter prespective of the Eu- 
ropean way of thinking," she 
continued. 

At the Rockefeller Folk Art 
Center she volunteered as a 
winter intern in 1984, report- 
ing 10 the curator, and helped 
prepare new exhibits and re- 
searched possible acquisitions. 
From 1986 to '87, she was a 
gallery guide at the IBM 
Gallery of Science and Art, 
where she voluntarily re- 
searched and lectured on a wide 
variety of exhibitions, includ- 
ing folk art, bent wood and 
metal furniture, and Mexican 
textiles; she also coordinated 
educational programs for 
school groups and edited 
brochure copy and wall text for 
exhibitions. 

As a volunteer program spe- 
cialist at the National Gallery 
of Art , from 1987 to 1989, her 
duties included coordinating 
and disseminating information 
to the press and processing 
general inquires. She also 
produced the gallery's 50,000- 
circulation calendar of events, 
organized press events, 
including previews, 
conferences, receptions and 
breakfasts; supervised network 
and local affiliate film crews 
and acted as on-site 
coordinator for film projects, 
ranging from news stories to 
fuU-lengUi feature films; 
created documents for press 
kits and oversaw Uieir distri- 
bution; and hired and su- 
pervised intern siafl. 

In 1990. from January to 
July, she was a part-time auc- 
tion assistant for Skinner, 
Inc., and assisted in bi-weekly 
auctions at what is said to be 
New England's "largest auction 
house." 

She served as curatorial as- 
sistant at The Institute of 
Conicmpory Art from July, 
1990 until about January, 1991, 
when she moved to Virginia 
Beach. There she researched

Billboards 
Win A Round 
From City Council 



Some People Think 
Battle Isn't Over

Billboards won a round recenUy 
when City Council by a vote of 8-3 
reaffirmed a decision made in an 
executive session to drop a lawsuit 
in Circuit Court contesting a vari- 
ance granted by the Board of Zoning 
Appeals. 

Council took action last week 
after spokespersons for diousands of 
citizens and numerous organizations 
appealed to council for more than 
two-and-half hours to reinstitute a 
lawsuit against the Board of Zoning 
Appeals. The board had granted a 
variance to Edwin B. Lindsley Jr., 
allowing him to construct a build- 
ing on property which currently 
contains a bitlboaid. 

The City Code (Section 216) 
prohibits the erection of a billboard 
on improved property. The Board of 
Zoning Appeals granted Lindsley's 
appeal from this section of the 
Code on Sept. 21, 1988, permitting 
a billboard located at Shore Drive 
and Vista Circle to remain when the 
property on which it is located is 
improved. 

Acting on behalf of the zoning 
administrator, Pauick A. Janezeck, 
die city attorney appealed die deci- 
sion of die board in Circuit Court. 

On May 17, after the executive 
session when the matter was 
brought up, legal proceedings in the 
case were dropped. 



The resolution, requested by 
6ouncilwoman Reba McClanan 
would have reinstitutcd the suit. 

Voting for the resolution were 
McClanan, Mayor Meyera Obem- 
dorf and Councilwoman Nancy 
Parker. Obemdorf pointed out diat 
she was absent from the council 
meeting on May 17 when the be- 
hind-closed-doors decision was 
made. 

William Macali, die expert in die 
city attorney's office on permits and 
inspections, said Uiat he knew of no 
one who had ever been allowed to 
have a billboard on property after it 
was improved, except for one in- 
stance where the building and the 
billboard were in existence before 
die city's billboard ordinance. 

McClanan said diat die city has a 
number of billboards tfiat "we have 
assumed will be moved: now we're 
hearing they have vested rights." 
She asked Macali to make it clear 
that the city has an ordinance to 
support its actions. 

When die owner of a property 
submits a site plan, he said, the 
Department of Permits and Inspec- 
tions will not approve die site plan 
if a billboard is located on the 
property. In anticipation of the 
procedure, attorney Wayne 
McLeskey went to die BZA for a 
variance. The city attorney's office, 
representing die zoning adminisua- 
tor, asked die BZA to deny the 
variance. Macali said diat it was not 
unusual for a zoning administrator 
to ask for an appeal. 

Macali said diat no one has ever

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Roadways Construction Program 



During fiscal year '91 (July 1990 to June 1991) the city's roadway con- 
struction program continued to show the excellent progress that began m 
1986 when the city identified a serious backlog of needed roadway projects 
and the voters of the city passed a $40-Million referendum for seven road- 
way projects. ^„ .... . . J 

In 1987, City Council approved the use of an $8-milhon read bond au- 
thority to fund an additional three roadway projects. The city proceeded 
with these ten projects in addition to those projects funded through the an- 
nual appropriations in the Capital Improvement Program (CIP) and to 
those highway projects funded and administered by the Virgina Dqjarttnent 
ofTransportmion(VDOT). ^ j • j- 

The city's aggressive roadway conaruction program has made a signiti- 
cant reduction in the previous backlog: and, since 1986, 42 CIP roadway 
projects have been completed. 

. Every year the City Council approves a five-year CIP for the city. The 
CIP identifies the capital projects that will be active within the upcoming 
five years and also identifies the projects that wUl be active in the next five 
years (years 6 through 10) that are not funded in the first five-year period. 
Since 1986, Uie roadways section of the CIP has included projects loc^ 



throughout the city, with significant effort to improve several key UBns- 
portation corridors in the city. These include such main corridors as the In- 
dian River Road/Ferrell Parkway/Princess Anne Road corridor and the 
Lynnhaven Parkway corridor, both crucial to the east-west movement 
through the Kempsville Borough; the Independence Boulevard corridor, 
running north-south from Mas, Pembroke area to Salem Road; and the Dam 
Neck Road/Gcneral Booth Boulevard corridor in the eastern part of the city. 
In the CIP for FY '91 through '95 there are 62 active roadway projects 
and an additional 24 roadway projects identified for FY '% through 2000. 
The program cost for these 86 roadway projects is approximately $450 
million over the 10-year poiod. 

During FY '91, the city completed, or substantially completed, nine 
roadway projects, with m aggregate project cost of $34 million. Gracetown 
Area Street and Newsome Farms Area Street Improvement projects were 
completed, improving the streets and drainage in two target neighborhoods. 
Independence Boulevard Phase IIA-2 is a new four-lane highway from 
Princess Anne Road to Salem Road which, along with phases UA and IIA- 
1, completed the four-lane divided highway from Holland Road to Salem 
Road. Indian Lakes Boulevard Phase IIA and Indian River Road Phase IV 
projects boUi widened existing two-lane roads to four lanes. 

Ferrcll Parkway Phase IC (completed in FY '90), Ferrell Parkway phase 
IB (currently under construction, scheduled for completion in September 
1991), Lynnhaven Parkway phases V and VII (both completed in FY '90) 
and Princess Anne Road phase III (a VDOT project currently under con- 
struction) will improve the cast-west traffic movement across Uie city. 
Northampton Boulevard phases I, II, and IIA, widened existing Northamp- 
ton Boulevard to a minimum of six lanes from the Norfolk city line to 
Shore Drive. The Princess Anne Road/Seaboard Road intersection project 
improved the capacity of one of the more congested intersections on 
Princess Anne Road in the southern part of the city. 

Several key rxwdway iwojects are currentiy under construction. Virginia 
Beach Boulevard phase in. a VDOT project, will complete the eight-lane 
widening of Virginia Beach Boulevard from tiie Norfolk city line east to 
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Great Neck Road. Dam Neck Road phases I and II will provide four lai«s 
from Holland Road east to the Dam Neck Naval Base (phase is a VDOT 
project). Independence Boulevard phase in increases this major moial firom 
four lanes to an eight-lane project from Oceana Boulevard north to Croatan. 
Princess Anne Road phase 111, which is being build in two sections, will 
complete the eight-lane widening of this major highway from Salem RojmI 
to Landstown Road. The Pungo Ferry Road Bridge will provide the city 
with a permanent fixed-span crtKsing of the Intercoastal Waterway between 
the Pungo and Blackwater Boroughs. 



During FY '91, the city completed, or substan- 
tially completed, nine roadway projects, with 
an aggregate project cost o{ $34 million. 

The city is proceeding with the design of otho- roadway projects; how- 
ever, due to the current economic conditions, the city is evaluating its fi- 
nancial situation before continuing with the aggressive roadway program at 
the current pace. Depending on the outcome of the financial evaluation, the 
city is preparing to proceed during this new fiscal year with Uie construc- 
tion of Centerville Turnpike phase I A and Indian River Road phase V; 
Soutii Plaza Trail, Mill Dam and West Neck bridge replacements; Rose- 
mont Road phase IV; Landstown Road and London Bridge Road phase I 
(VDOT projects); and the fust segment of Ferrell Parkway phase V. 

The city is also continuing the Resort Stfeetscape Improvements pro- 
ject, which is rebuilding AUantic Avenue, connector parks to the board- 
walk and several side streets in tii* resort area. In FY '91, the city com- 
pleted section II of the project from 15th to 20th Streets. Section 111 of the 
project, from 10th to 15th Streets, will be completed in FY '92. This 
multi-year commitment by die city has received an unprecedented volume 
of favorable comments from the public.

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Salary Progress Slipping 



Hard won salary progress during the 1980's will have eroded if the 
School Board fails to gram salary increases to teachers and other school 
employees in January. 

In 1988, ihc average teacher salary was less than $300 from ihc national 
average teacher salary. But unless Uiere is a January salary iricrease, die 
Virginia Beach average teacher is projected to fall $1,900 behind the na- 
tional average. Once again, Virginia Beach will be paying above average 
teachers below average salaries. 

The full ramifications of no salary increase will be brought home when 



lake home pay decreases for employees who have family healUi insurance. 
A teacher with BC/BS family coverage will take home $12.18 a paycheck 
less next January. All employees will suffer unless the School Board m- 
creases the employer contribution by $15 a month, as the City Council 
recendy did for its workers. 

The School Board originally agreed last spring to provide employees a 
mid-year raise. However, when City Manager Auteey Watts cut $2 million 
from the schools' budget, tiie board dropped its salary commitment like a 
hot potato. Intense pressure on City Council failed to restore cut funds. At 
the budget vote, while Councilman James Brazier held out for even more 
cuts to the School Board budget, "pro-education" City Council members 
pledged to look at the revenue picture in the fall. The picture is not rosy, 
but the money is there. 

Funds are available to grant all school and city workers a 3 to 5 percent 
increase Uiis January. The school system turned $6 million in excess rev- 
enue and unexpended funds over to die city on July I . Also, impact aid 
funds budgeted for this school year aee at least $1.5 million below what 
will be received. 

It is time to ask the Virginia Beach community if it wants Virginia 
Beach teachers to fall seriously behind the national average. The answer 
will come back loud and clear. The citizens of Virginia Beach want high 
quality schools and they want their teachers to be paid above the average.

Witii the opening of school this wedc, several of my friends, who also 
happen to be fwmer teachers, were talking about the lack of respect shown 
by many young people today. One cited the uncouth behavior of a certain 
tennis star who insulted a line judge and threw a temper tantrum, yet was 
not himself thrown out of the tournament. We agreed that such a 
"champion" sets a bad example for our youth. 

Another mentioned seeing similar rude behavior in otiicr sports on tele- 
vision. We concluded that the lack of civility today probably can be traced 
to the deterioration of the family unit as we knew it. With some smug- 



ness, we oldsters added anoUier possibility. Perhaps teachers today are not 
training their students, as we did, to show respect for authority and for each 
other. 

We were wrong in the case of at least one present day teacher. I met 
Loma Clark in Guam in Uie 1960s when her husband served as aide to the 
commander. Naval Forces Marianas, and my husband was die staff lega 
officer. She is considerably younger Uian I and currenUy teaches Social 
Studies to 8tii- and 9th-graders at Lynnhaven Junior. 

When I told her of our concern, she readily admitted Uiat Until the lam- 
ily su-uclure is back intact, we'll continue to have problems." But her ef- 
forts to train young people in proper etiquette should certamly earn her the 
title of "Miss Manners of the Virginia Beach School System." Those who 
pass through her classroom will know what it means to be a lady and a 
gentieman. 

Loma explains diat early in each school year, she tells the boys and girls 
in her classes tiiat they have a choice. They may answer her in one of two 
ways, depending on their training. "Yes M'am," "No, M'am," or "Yes, 
Mrs. Clark" and "No, Mrs. Clark." During their class period, they must 
use forms of politeness such as: "May I be excused, Mrs. Clark?" 

They will be expected to show courtesy to their fellow students as well. 
That means respecting each other's opinions, work product and |X)s.scs- 
sions. Sometimes, she asks for constructive criticism of presentations. The 
young people arc rcmindctl thai ihcy arc helping each other learn, so ihcir 
comments must always be positive and kind.

Alicr all, the Bill ol Rights, the 2(K)lh an- 
niversary of which we celebrate this year, is a kind of legal c()unicri)art of 
the Golden Rule. 

Proper etiquette .shares with the law the momentous and complex msk ol 
regulating social behavior for the common good, mcluding inhibiting 
patently rude or offensive acts. As a child once said of the Constitution - it 
keeps people from bumping into each odier's rights!

the city 1 can't help you" because 
the person contributed to his cam- 
paign. "I don't think a person sit- 
ting up here has told you that." 

He said that he had never had 
trouble separating his duty from 
friendship. He said that the issue 
had been debated in executive ses- 
sion and that his position was that 
it was unconstitutional. In that ex- 
ecutive session, there was a clear 
indication (voting is not permitted 
in executive sessions), he said, that 
the city was going to drop that 
case. He said that he did not agree 
that the action was not in the best 
interest of the city and it "doesn't 
make a bit of difference whether 
Lindsley is a friend or not." 

Maurice Jackson, president of the 
Council of Civic Organizations, 
said that the city's not standing by 
its own ordinance sends a bad signal 
out to the community. He said that 
every individual in Virginia Beach 
interested in the beautification of 



the city backed the resolution. 

Robert Gaines, chairman of the 
Southeastern Association for the 
Virginia Environment, said that all 
the values established by the prior 
council are being removed by the 
current council. 

Tim Barrow, chainr.an of the 
Resort Area Advisory Commission, 
said that he was "amazed by City 
Council's failure to challenge the 
Board of Zoning Appeals' decision." 
He said that it was a "direct chal- 
lenge to the legitimate authority of 
City Council." The b(»rd. an un- 
elccted body (it is appointed by the 
presiding Circuit Court judge), is 
substituting iLs opinions for the 
opinions of council, an elected 
body, he said. 

The specific billboard 
in question, Tim Bar- 
row said, is a visual 
affront to every citi- 
zen and visitor in the 
city, and located at 
one of the city's choic- 
est locations. 

He said that the decision abro- 
gated the council's authority. If, 
however, he said, council, feels that 
its former policy is not correct, it 
has the authority to change it. 

The specific billboard in ques- 
tion, he said, is a visual affront to 
every citizen and visitor in the city 
and is located at one of the choice 
locations in the city, near the Bay 
and the Lynnhaven River. To have 
the visual eyesore continue there, 
he said, diminishes the strides made 
by the city over the past five years. 

Lindsley constructed the billboaixl 
in 1971 under a city conditional use 
permit. Jerry Mack Douglas Jr., 
Lindsley's attorney, said that Sec- 
tion 216 strictly enforced consti- 
tutes a taking of a vested right 
without compensation. 

Speakers pointed out that Linds- 
ley was not being deprived use of 
the property, just in making a

Les Fenlon. chairman of the 
Great Neck Association of Civic 
Leagues, said that never brfore have 
the city's civic associations united 
so strongly to preserve the billboard 
ordinance. 

He said that the property would 
be an ideal location for a satellite 
visitors' c^ter for tourists coming 
off the Chesapeake Bay Bridge 
Tunnel, and some may say, he said, 
that billboards will inform the 
visitors, "but not at the sacrifice of 
the landscqse." 

P.H. "Pat", Bridges, chairman of 
the subcommittee of the Virginia 
Beach Tomorrow Committee and 
on the Committee on the city's 
Appearance Task Force, said, "we 
thought we were over the hump. If 
the variance allows the man to do 
what the ordinance says he can't . . 

F. Terry Elliott said that Shore 
Drive is one of the major arteries 
that brings tourists into the city. 
What they see is a 40-foot high 
billboard. He said that allowing the 
billboard to stand sets a precedent 
"Favoring for the few has no place 
in our political system," he said. 

Alfonso Strazzulo, president of 
the Lynnhaven Colony Civic 
League, said that the community 
actively supports new businesses 
but has a problem with billboards. 
He said that six are in the' immedi- 
ate neighborhood - all on unim- 
proved property. When the new 
billboard ordinance was adopted, he 
said, the residents "became to have 
some hope . . . that someday when 
the property was developed those 
billboards would come down." As 
for claims that the billboard was 
grandfathered, Strazzulo said, if the 
billboard was grandfathered why 
would the applicant spend money 
on an attorney? 

"I don't think this battle is going 
to end here tonight," Strazzulo said. 
"1 think billboards are a thing of the 
past . . . They're dinosaurs ... I'm 
ready to boycott anybody who ad- 
vertises on billboards." 

Strazzio received {q;}plause from 
the more than SO persons who 
showed up in support as did most 
of the other speako^. 

Rae LeSesne, president of the 
Citizens Action Coalition, said that 
the precedent is extremely danger- 
ous. He cited the numerous volun- 
teers who w«k to improve the city 
and said that "if council doesn't care 
about the appearance of the city 
why should anyone else?" 

Leo Harper, representing 
Chesopeian Colony, asked that die 
issue be resolved in court "and see 
that we have a viable ordinance." 

Douglas Davis, attorney repre- 
senting Lindsley, said that "I'm for 
beauty but not when it violates 
private rights." 

Jeny Mack Douglas Jr. added that 
aesthetics is no argument and aes- 
thetics is the only argument pre- 
sented by the opposition. 

Councilman Robert W. Clybum 
said that he didn't like billboards 
either, but he also did not believe in 
taking away part of an individual's 
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livelihood. He said that he would 
love to have that billboard taken 
down and asked whether the issue 
could be n^oti^ed. 

Councilman Harold Heischobcr 
said that people had called upset 
that the matter had been discussed 
behind closed doors. He asked City 
Attorney Leslie Lilley whether this 
procedure was proper. 

Lilley replied that it was proper 
to discuss issues requiring legal ad- 
vice in executive sessions. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
said that if council was going to 
make a major change in policy, it 
should be done in public rather than 
in executive session. 

McClanan said that she did not 
question the right to discuss the 
matter in executive session, but the 
decisions should be made in public. 
"People here feel they, too, have 
vested rights in the city and they are 
not reqiiired to present a legal Ixick- 
ground." She said that many letters 
have been written and many people 
have called and since legal points 
were raised the matter should be 
settled in court.

"We considered slopping the 
event," said Giffin. "We had re- 
searched the lease earlier in the 
week; we were not in our rights 
to stop it." 

The 90-minute magazine-sign- 
ing event attracted a couple 
hundred people, Giffin said, 
and was sponsored by Playboy 
and hosted by the Waterside News 
Stand. 

Giffin said "we maintained a 



very neutral position on the 
event," but after receiving about a 
dozen protest phone calls, mostly 
from "religious-type individuals," 
he considered calling the whole 
event off. 

The fact that Collins alleged in 
Playboy that she had a 10-month 
affair with the U.S. Senator 
Charles S. Robb, who is married, 
is not what the callers found ob- 
jectionable, Giffin said. Robb has 
denied the affair. 

"Some people find nude 
modeling objectionable," Giffin 
said. "Since some people found it 
objectionable, it was something 
we would not want to be a part 

of." 

Collins was the first Playboy 
model to ever have a signing 
session at Waterside, Giffin said, 
and she will probably be the last. 
He said the event turned out 
"bigger than we originally 
thought," and compared to simi- 
lar sessions in Richmond and 
Washington, D.Cthe Norfolk 
signing was the "smoothest of all 
the sessions."

Restrictions On 
New Use Permits

Establishments that serve alco- 
holic beverages will not be permit- 
ted near residential or apartment 
disuicts, under an ordinance adopted 
recently by City Council. 

The ordinance permits the estab- 
lishments only as conditional uses 
in B-2, B-3 and B-4 business dis- 
tricts, I-l district, and RT-2 and 
RT-3 resort districts. The use per- 
mit process assures residenLs of a 
public hearing before the Planning 
Commission and City Council. 

Restaiuant inta«sts asked council 
to deny the new ordinance or at 
least to defer action to allow con- 
tinued study and more input from 
the industry. 
Several residents from the

The amendment establishes 
a new land use category. Use per- 
mits will be required of eating and 
drinking establishments which 
served alcoholic beverages fw on- 
premises consumption, and which 
are located within 500 feet of a 
residential or apartment district, or 
have on-site parking within 300 
feel of such a district. The category 
replaces the one for nightclubs, 
bars, taverns and dance halls. 

Restaurant spokesman com- 
plained that the added restrictions 
provide one more hurdle con- 
fronting restaurant owners. They 
said that only a small percentage of 
the establishments create problems. 

Bill Dillon, president of the Vir- 
ginia Be^h Restaurant AssociiOion, 
said that only 14 percent of the 
mixed beverages sold in the state is 
sold by restaurants. The bulk comes 
from ABC (stale-run) liquor stores 
and other establishments that sell 
beer and wine off-premises.

ScrecB cap chinsey tops. 

Make sure no animals <x birds are in the chimney by shining a bnght 
light down it ftom the roof, or njmovc the dampw and check with a flash- 
light nd a gloved haul. Be sure it is capped by January. Birds and squirrels 
cffli dready be looidng for nesting places by then. 

Repair all Im^s in caves or near the roof. 

In OUT area it is best to do this from mid-October through November. By 
then, bHe-liner squirrels will most likely be out of attics and the next 
nesting season cm b^n as eidly as Fel»uary when there are no leaves on 
trees for nest-building, making a snug attic a choice location. Racoons 
and squirrels which occupied attics months before will often return with 
"the children" fiw dieltcr during the winter. Bats will hibernate in attics, so 
holes should be closed befwe they get in or these valuable insect-eaters 
will be unable to get out when the weather wanns up, and they will die. 

Prevent entry to stove vents or clothes dryer vents. 

Primarily in apartment and townhouse complexes, starlings and house 
sparrows will nest in stove and dryer vents on a second stcwy level. Fre- 
quoitly young birds fell down the stove and dryer pipe and die, or residents 
hear trai^ babies and doa'l know how to get them out

backing the car out). 

Recentiy, a father called his family together in the garage one morning 
and said accusingly, "Who did this?" refeiring to a number of items which 
had been knocked over and not replaced. All denied guilL 

The next morning, the garage was in worse disarray, and the third, much 
other damage was evident By then, the exasperated family was well aware 
that an uninvited occupant was eatingthe cat food stored in the garage, and, 
realizing it was an animal, they left the door open all day. but the creature 
did not leave and OMitinued, inexplicably, to destroy their possessions. 

Finally, the "villain" was spotted under the steps and was closely 
guarded until an Animal ConttDl officer arrived to remove him to a mwe 
remote area of town. The frightened, and actually suffering, animal was an 
opossum which was desperate for water and tearing nradly to get out. yet 
because opossums are very nocturnal, it was afraid to leave during die day. 

The easy answer to everybody's iMXJblon would have been to put the cat 
food into the hou«. place bowls of water and food just outside the garage 
after dark, and leave the door open (at least part- way) and the lights off un- 
til 10 or 11 p.m. Then close Uie door so the opossum wouldn't be able to 
get back inside. 

Anotho- solution wouW have been to set a humane trap (obtained from 
Animal Control) with food and water in the garage and to release tiie opos- 
sum in the yard. Opossums are very shy and will run away, not attack. 
They are notorious for getting into garages. They enter at night and will 
hide behind your accumulation of "I-might-need-this-someday" junk. 

Wrens will nest in surprising places, and. also, like garages. They are 
wonderful little birds, but unless you are willing to leave tiiem a way in 
and out all day long fcH- about tiiree weeks, it's imperative that you keep 
them out 

Don't cut down trees, even dead ones (unless there is the 
danger of one falling on a house). 

Trees are homes for counUess types of wildlife, and each tree taken away 
reduces the availability of homes for animals and increases the likelihood 
of their having to relocate in your house. Insects which eat the rotting 
wood of dead trees are food fw birds, the rotten wood eventiially produces 
topsoil, and holes in the dead and live trees provide nesting sites as well as 
stelto' fOT mammals and birds. 



The natural ne^ng place for die tiny honeybee is in ttee cavities. With 
trees being removed at an alarming rate, honeybees are building tiieir hives 
in chimneys where homeowners, in fear and ignorance of their value, have 
exterminators poison them. Bedceepers attest to the severe decline of hon- 
eybees, which are directiy respwisible for Uie pollination of 30 percent of 
the food we eat 

Provide boxes for nesting and shelter. 

Owls, all kinds of woodpeckers, bluebirds, flycatchCTS, titmice, chick- 
adees, wrens, purple martins, wood ducks, bats, (^wssums, squirrels and 
raccoons are among die birds and mammals which will use boxes you can 
build or buy and place in a location to suit die animals' needs. 

Give wildlife an alternative to living witii you and a better chance at 
survival .

Cross-training involves systematically altering and rotating your fitness-y 
related activities. I would highly recommend you getting involved in some 
odier cardiovascular woricouts (biking, aerobics, stairclimbing machines, 
rowing, etc.) and while you're at it, add some weight-training for joint and bone 
stability. 

Now keep in mirid I'm not saying to quit running, I'm just saying you must 
expand on your present scope of fitness activities and don't rely on running 
exclusively few your exercise needs. You'll not only cut back drastically on 
future injuries, but will more than likely be a better runner as well as a better 
rounded and healtiiy person.

1 believe the reason that exercise is such an effective antidote, for not 
only cigarette smoking but many odier forms of addiction, is that itreplaces one 
type of sensation widi anodier and at die same time creates a more profound 
physical awareness, which some people may not have experienced for a long 
time. 

The actual sensation that people succumb to in most addictions is strictiy an 
artificial and temporary way to deal widi die stress in their lives. But die 
negative aspects of the counter-productive habits far outweigh any short-lived 
enjoyment diey might derive from diese substances. 

On die other hand, consistent exercise creates a very substantial feeling of 
relaxation, bodi emotionally and physically, diat creates new awareness in die 
simple, yet priceless feeling of God-given healdi.

During his 1988 campaign, George Bush constantly repeated Uiat if 
elected, he intended to become known as the "education president" Now, 
after several false starts, he is attempting anoth^ proposal he says will re- 
vitalize the nation's primary and secondary schools. 

The Bush administration plan, called "American 2000," seeks to make 
some very fundamental and controversial changes. It envisions qwnding an 
extra $1.2 billion over the next five years in order to reform U.S. educa- 
tion. This conflicts with the Bush administration proposal for an FY92 
budget that would have raided some programs to pay for increases in oth- 
ers, eliminated 32 separate federal education programs, and resulted in a 
loss of about $ 1 .5 billion for existing education programs. 



America 2000 - Is Reform Ahead? 



Some critics charge that the problem with American educadon is that 
the federal government does not spend enough to begin wiUi. Bush doesn't 
agree. To help rally public support for his plan and steer it through a 
skeptical Congress, Bush named a new secretary of education, Lamar 
Alexander, a former Republican governor of Tennessee and president of the 
University of Tennessee. 

At the heart of "American 2000" is the "New American Schools" con- 
cept. It calls for the creation by 19% of 535 "nontraditional schools" - one 
in each of the nation's 435 congressional districts, and also two more in 
each state. The key is that Washington will not dictate what educational 
innovation should be or impose any models for these new schools. Rather, 
it seeks to inspire individual communities to creativity that can lead to re- 
form. This plan also relies heavily on community volunteers. 

Educations agree that our schools are in need of reform but quesdon the 
likeUhood of additional reliance on parent volunteers. We have always been 
very fortunate at Fairfield Elementary with respect to our "Volunteer in 
Education" program. We have an extremely visible PTA and can offer our 
students and teacho^ a variety of volunteer services. StoiytelUng, materials 
production, computer mstruction and library assistance are among die areas 
where we have utilized volunteers in tiie past 

However, each year finds more and more full-time working moms and 
die volunteer ranks dwindle. WiU> fewer than 650 students at Fairfield and 
only a half-day library secretary, we find ourselves constanUy searching for 
parent volunteers. Since die great majority of parents have full-time jobs, 
it is questionable diat die community can fill in for d^ined clerks and sec- 
retaries. 

Funding to start Uiese New American Schools would come partially 
from die federal government, partially from state and local revenues and 
partially from New American Schools Development Corporation, a pri- 



vately funded, non-profit corporation established by interested business 
leaders. Once die schools are established, continued funding would come 
from local communiues.

Odier key prqx)sals in the Bush educational package include: 

• U.S. standards: A presidential panel will report by die end of 1991 on 
what should be die educational standards for primary and secondary .stu- 
dents. 

• National tests: Voluntary nationwide tests in five core subjects. 

• School choice: Possibly diverting resources from existing public 
schools so diat parents could apply dieir share of federally allocated money 
to private or church-supported schools. 

• Teacher pay: Teachers of special merit would somehow be rewarded. 

• U.S. standards: A presidential panel will report by die end of 1991 on 
what should be die educaUonal standards for primary and secondary sui- 

dents. 

• Alternative certification: Allowance of easy mid-career cnUy into 

teaching. 

Caution will need to be die watchword wiUi diese proposals. Certainly 
widi die swelUng ranks of at-risk sttidents, a plan diat "gives choices to all 
but die disadvantaged" to quote Secretary Alexander, has a fatal flaw. 




For years, the 17di of Sq>tember was celebrated as "Constitution Day" 
because it was on diat day in 1787 diat die Constitution was signed. Of 
course, that document was not ratified untU 1788 and did not go into effect 
until 1789. Still, SeptembCT 17 is a significant dale in die nation's history. 
1 regret diat it is not highlighted on all calendars! 

But, die Immigration and Naturalization Service supported a movement 
in 1939 to establish a special day of recogniti(Mi of United States citizens, 
especially diose recentiy naturalized. The American Legion and die Na- 
tional Education Association joined in and Congress passed a resolution on 
die following year, audiorizing die first "I Am An American Day" obser- 
vance that spring. 

Thai in 1952, Uie United States Justice Depvtment, suppwted by die 
American Citizenship Committee of die American Bar Association, iwo- 
moted a joint resolution in Congress which replaced the name with 
"Citizenship Day" and changed die time of die observance to September 
17. That resolution did, however, recognize die principle diat the 
Constitution creates die basis for citizenship and die citizens maintain its 
ideals. 



Citizenship Day 1991 



This year, as We die People commemorate die bicentennial of die ratifi- 
cation of die Bill of Rights, we are hearing a lot about die rights of citi- 
zenship. But, for every right there is a concomitant obligation, and litde is 
being said about die important duties of citizenship. 

While government under our Constitution makes American citizenship 
die highest privilege, at die same time it imposes die greatest responsibil- 
ity of any citizenship in die worid. Sadly, it appears Uiat many have not 
learned this lesson. 

The growing attention diat civic literacy and civic values are receiving 
from scholars, educational groups, die government, die media and die pub- 
lic suggests diat diis is a critical issue. At a time when democracy is 
breaking out all over die world, based largely on die American experience. 
We die People must renew our commitment to die ideals stated in our 
treasured documents of government. 

Democracy is a fragile plant and needs constant care or it will widier. 
Whose responsibility is it to train us to be good citizens so diat democracy 
will not only survive, but dirive? Clearly, such training should begin in 
die home, but too often doesn't 

Yet we are all accountable. The seeds of destiiiction are widiin ourselvw. 
As a comic suip character once put it. "We have met die enemy and it is 
us." Bad grammar but a graphic point Too many young people are gradu- 
ating widiout sufficient grounding in civic values. 

Our schools must assume a large role in perhaps die most important 
lesson diey teach. After all, the real mission of die schools is to train 
young people to be good citizens and assume dieir responsible roles in so- 
ciety. 

Ernest L. Boyer, president, Camegie Foundation for die Advancement of 
Teaching, says, "If civic education in die schools does not lead to respon- 
sible engagement in civic life, that means die schools have failed funda- 
mentally. Knowledge atong is not the answer - it must lead to action diat 
reflects preparation for die most impwtant office in our nation - die office 
ofcitiMn." 

What better way to commemorate die 200di anniversary of die Bill of 



Rights dian to draw up a Bill of Responsibilities. Even young children can 
list dieir duties. All citizens can become role models for die next genera- 
tion by assuming dieir civic responsibilities. 

Some of die duties of citizenship are obvious. We die People have a 
duty to obey die law, to vote so diat our government may truly represent 
die will of die people, to pay taxes, to serve on a jury when called, and to 
defend the country. But we should also train our children and grandchildren 
to be good citizens.

A few years ago, I attended a stimulating forum in Washington on die 
subject "Civic Literacy for die 21st Cenuiry: The Opening of die American 
Mind." sponsored by die Council for die Advancement of Citizenship 
(CAC). Many proposals were made concerning citizenship instruction. A 
teacher from Maryland explained diat her state required students to pass a 
citizenship test and encouraged die schools to offer community-service 
classes and programs. . 

Senator William Jennings Randolph, CAC chairman, summed it up 
widi diis statement: "Our Democracy provides for a government of die 
people for die people and by die people. If die habit of good citizenship 
and civic virtue which has made our nation strong over die years continues 
to wane, we wUl become a government of die few, by die few, for die few. 
Our democratic system relies on die collective wisdom of its members. 
Education for citizenship is a priority."

problems that afcohol causes. 

McClanan said diat although 
some people seem to diink that she 
reached up and pulled the ordinance 
out of die air, a lot of study went 
into it. 

Assistant City Attorney William 
Macali said that a survey of regula- 
tions in die state was made and 
most places diat have restrictive 
ordinances apply to die proximity 
of churches and schools. 

He said diat die Virginia Beach 
ordinance is modeled after die Nor- 
folk ordinance. The Norfolk ordi- 
nance, however, applies not only to 
drinking establishments, but to 



adult book stores and similar 
operations.

"It's ihe best deal in town," said 
Henry Ulman, speaking of the se- 
nior citizens' luncheons and dances 
served up nine times a year at 
Aragona Community Recreation 
Center.

Having completed six weeks of 
fleet maneuvers in the area from 
which the Japanese attack would 
subsequently come, the Pennsylva- 
nia, said Maul, was tied up at Pearl 
Harbor on the morning of Dec. S. 
She left the spot on the morning of 
Dec. 6, and went into drydock at the 
Pewl Haitor Navy Yard.

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Live And Hands-On Exhibits At Marine Science Museum 



Visitors to the Virginia Beach 
Marine Science Museum can 
come nose-to-nose with a 75- 
pound red drum flsh in the mu- 
seum's Chesapeake Bay Aquar- 
ium and pick up a giiuit prehis- 
toric-looking horseshoe crab at 
the Touch Tank. 

They can walk with live birds 
and turtles among the plants in 
the Coastal River Rom and they 
can examine the magnified, razor- 
sharp mouth of a horsefly in the 
Salt Marsh Room. 

They can take a journey of 
water through Virginia, follow- 
ing a raindrop from the moun- 
tains to the sea. and they can ex- 
poience man's relationship to the 
marine environment by working 
their muscles with a pair of oys- 
ter tongs and by testing their 
"pollution solutions" with a 
computer. 

Virginia Beach, the only city 
located on both the Atlantic 
Ocean and the Chesapeake Bay, 
was destined by nature to become 
the site of this museum which 
focuses exclusively on Virginia's 
marine environment. Since the 
doors opened in June, 1986, al- 
most 2,000,000 visitors, resi- 
dents and school children have 
toured the facility for a close-up 
look at this unique world. 

The museum is located at 717 



General Booth Boulevard on 
Owls Creek salt marsh. A one- 
fifth mile long outdoor boardwalk 
proves an ideal setting for a first 
hand view of the marsh and its 
birds, fiddler crabs and other 
wildlife. 

Each year the museum's 
education department schedules 
programs for more than 45,000 
children. Special curricula have 
been developed for students, 
kindergarten through grade 12. 
who come to the museum on 
field trips. In addition, the 
Chesapeake Bay Marine Learning 
Lab carries the word about Vir- 
ginia's marine environment to 
schools across the state. 

Group rates are available for 
pre-arranged visits. The museum 
is open daily, except Christmas 
and New Year's, from 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. General admission fees are 
$4.25 for adults, $3.50 for chil- 
dren ages 4 through 12; $3.85 for 
senior citizens and free for chil- 
dren 3 and under. Call 435-FISH 
for more information. 

"We're furst and foremost an 
educational institution." says 
museum director, C. Mac Rawls. 
"We're very excited about the 
museum's potential for teaching 
through seeing and experimenta- 
tion." 

The impetus for this look at 



Virginia's marine environment 
began more than a decade ago 
when Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cil, the school board and a group 
of interested citizens determined 
to meet the need for marine edu- 
cation in the state. E. Vemer 
Johnson and Associates of 
Boston, a firm that has partici- 
pated in the planning and design 
of more than 50 museums, in- 
cluding the Boston Museum of 
Science and a complex for the 
Smithsonian Institution, was 
hired to create the museum's 
master plan. 

The plan called for 41,500- 
square-foot facility housing 
nearly 100,000 gallons of fresh 
and saltwater aquariums, in com- 
bination with numerous hands-on 
exhibits to involve the visitor in 
every aspect of the state's marine 
environment. 

The largest aquarium is the 
magnificent 50,000-gallon 
Chesapeake Bay tank, which rep- 
resents the are from the Chesa- 
peake Bay beach to the first is- 
land of the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel. A touch tank 
simulates the shallow waters of 
the bay where visitors can pick 
up the horseshoe crab and other 
harmless animals. The floor of 
the hall slopes downward as the 
aquarium gets deeper. Visitors 



descend, as though they are 
walking under the waves, and 
come face-to- face with the red 
drum and other Chesapeake Bay 
cre^ures. 

Special temporary exhibits, 
such as "Sea Stars," are mounted 
yearly. The past temporary ex- 
hibits have focused on topics 
ranging from Virginia sea turtles 
to Chesapeake Bay jeUyfi^. 

More than 30 major exhibits 
also use hands-on technology to 
inform and challenge museum 



visitors. These exhibits include a 
marine weather room and seawa- 
ter chemistry experiments. 

Throughout the year, public 
programs offer many additional 
educational opportunities for 
museum visitors. 

Daily programs include fish 
feedings, films and special 
activities in different areas of the 
museum. Children's programs, 
field trips and lectures are also 
part of the education program.

"hardly used" exercise equipment 

Granted, there are certain advantages to working out at home, such as plenty 
of privacy if you happen lo feel uneasy about exercising with other people. 
Also, there is the time factor. You don't waste any time traveling from your 
home to the gym and back, and you never have to wail for anyone to finish using 
a piece of equipment However, the main problem is staying motivated, and this : 
can be very difficult when you iry to stay at it alone. You arc not only limited 
at home by your equipment, but more importantly, by your accessibility to 
ongoing biowledge and information that a well-trained fitness staff will : 
provide. Moreover, the spiritand comraderie of being around other people with 
similar interests and goals is very uplifting. 

As far as the cost of joining a health club or gym, I think you will fiml that 
the monthly fee of most clubs is less than you are probably pay ing for your caMc 
TV bill, and 1 feel personjdly if you could have one or the other I would think 
that a fitness club membership would have a more positive effect on you than 
"Mr. Ed" reruns.

It can be said that Virginia Beach volunteers are public relations agents 
and goodwill ambassadors for the city. Through their efforts, the city real- 
izes over $8 million annually in services provided solely by volunteers. 
This is a pretty amazing statistic that demonstrates the commitment of 
these special individuals. Without their support, many programs that pro- 
vide both enjoyment and valuable services to our citizens would not be 
possible. 

Volunteers, too, derive many benefits from working within the city 
system.

Constitution Week, 1991 



The National Society Daughters of the American Revolution (NSDAR) 
promoted the idea of devoting an entire week, beginning on SqH. 17, as a 
time to study the Constitution, to review the events that led to its framing, 
and consider the means of preserving it. 

At the request of the NSDAR in 1955, a joint resolution by Congress 
authorized the president to issue an annual proclamation designating the 
week of September 17 through 23 as "Constitution Week." Since 1991 is 
the iMcentennial year of the ratification of the first ten amendments to the 
Constitution, the focus this year is the Bill of Rights. 

Ftmner Chief Justice Warren Burger, now chairman of the Bkentennial 
of tfie U.S. Constitution Commission, reminds his feltow Americans that 



"Constitution Week is an observance not only of our freedoms, but of our 
responsibilities as citizens as well It is a legacy representing not only the 
respect we all share for our governing document, but also our commitment 
to educate all citizens, especially our youth - the leaders of tomorrow - 
concerning its history and principles." 

We the People of Virginia can take special pride in the pivotal role of 
our state, not only in the drafting of the Constitution, but in the drafting 
of those first amendments. Virginia's Declaration of Rights, approved by 
the General Assembly in 1776, served as the model for other states and 
later for the federal Bill of Rights. 

Then, Virginia became the key state to ratify on Decembo- 15, 1791, 
making those amendments a part of the Constitution. That day is now 
commemorated as "Bill of Rights Day." 

Ratification has been called "a democratic fail safe." Article V of the 
Constitution, the amending clause, requires that three-fourths of the states 
ratify any amendment before it becomei a part of the Constitution. When 
there were only thirteen stales, nine states were required to ratify the Con- 
stitution. But when Vermont became tha i4th sute in 1791, eleven states 
had to ap{»ove any amendment. •!: i ! 

Virginia became that crucial Itlh stf 4. After her action, three of the 
original diirteen slates did not bother u fatify the Bill of Rights! It was 
not until the 150th anniversiry df its slibmissibn to the states that this 
omission was noted and corrected. The legislatures of Connecticut, Georgia 
and Massachusetts officially approved tha5<; ten amendments in 1939. 

In case you have forgotten your civics lessons, you may wonder when 
the other states ratified. States entering the Union after 1791 formally ac- 
cept the Constitution with its amendment , when admitted. A bill of state- 



hood is the only kind of bill that Congress cannot repeal. 

Democracy depends on a educated citizenry. We citizens have an obliga- 
tion to keep informed. As former broadcast journalist Walter Cronkite 
writes, "A democracy ceases to be a democracy if its citizens do not partic- 
ipate in its governance. To participate intelligently, they must know what 
their government has done, is doing and plans to do in their name. When- 
ever any hindrance, no matter what its name, is placed in the way of this 
information, a democracy is weakened, and its future endangered."

Pendleton Child Service Center Helps Special Students Succeed

A pin-up in a clasaxwm at the 
Pendleu>n Child Service Center in 
Virginia Beach reads: 

"Class rules! Be I^pared, Be On 
Time, No Gum on Candy, No Put 
Downs, Ask for Help, Have A 
Great Day!" and students diagnosed 
with behavioral problems study 
busily from desk to desk. There are 
some outbreaks but they are few 
and far between. 

Education is one of many facets 
of the service that the Pendleton 
center provides. In varying program 
capacities, Pendleton serves fami- 
lies with children ages 5 lo 12 who 
have behavior and learning prob- 
lems that are likely to result in 
delinqi«nt behaviors during adoles- 
coice. 

"I think there is a tremendous 
med in the community for parents 
to feel that they are supported," said 
Sue Wilson, supervisor of outclient 
services at Pendleton. This com- 
munity is very transient; there is 
not a a lot of extended family to 
{Bovide some of th(»e l»sic support 
scrvfccs." 

Pendleton opcnwl its doors in 

1973 to comlat an increase in local 

juvenile delinquency. It has now 

'"been serving children and their 



families of Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake for 18 years. With 
funding coming from the states of 
Virginia and the two cities, families 
can benefit who would not nor- 
mally be able to afford such an op- 
portunity. 

"We do not charge for our ser- 
vices," slated Norris Phillips, the 
center's executive director, "from a 
12- to 16-wedc stay in our residen- 
tial program, to outreach commu- 
nity suppwt service, or follow-up 
services, we would not charge any- 
one, regardless." 

Phillips said that if there were a 
fee involved, many of their families 
would not have been able to benefit 
from the agency. 

Pendleton aids over 300 families 
a year and has a success rate of 75 
percent with the families with 
which they work. It operates from a 
rented 3i acres on the Camp 
Pendleton Military Base, with a fa- 
cility that can serve a total of 24 
children a day and sleep iq) to 20. 

Although more than two-thirds 
of their families are served cm an 
outclient basis, Pendleton offers a 
three- to four-month residential 
prognun for children who need more 
extensive trea nent Pendleton 
commits to sovihg the needs of tlw 
entire family rather than focusing 
only on Uie individual child. 



"It is all for the family here, ev- 
erything that they do tere is to get 
us together," said Jen Centric, 
whose daughter Amanda, 12, has 
been diagnosed with ADHD. 
"Woricing with (just) the child is 
not solving the problem because we 
all are part of the problem." 

Cenu-ic stated that she and her 
husband have seen a 90 percent 
change for the better in the behavior 
of their daughter, who has gone 
through the residential program at 
Pendleton. 

After a child leaves residential or 
the day treatment program, services 
from Pendleton do not stop there. 
Follow-up programs exist that pro- 
vide continuing supp«t. 

"The reality is that things arc 
never going to always go okay," 
said Sue Wilson. "That is true with 
every family. What is impcxtant is 
to know that the family can deal 
with whatever |xoblem that arises." 

When children enter into a resi- 
dential or day fxogram at Pendleton, 
they take their school books with 
them. EducatOTS at PaidktOT wcrt 
with their (xiginal teacters &3 that 
they are at the same place as tlwir 
classmates when they return. 

"Sometimes they are (even) a 
little ahead," said Wilson. "Here, 
there we 10 chikiren in a cla^room.

than a normal classroom filled with 
20 to 28 students." 

Pendleton special education 
teacher Susan Kaiser stated that 
children with behavioral problems 
need the kind of set-up and teaming 
approach that the organization of- 
fers.

Watts Makes Final 
Budget Presentation; 
It Has Some "Firsts"

It was the last Capital Improve- 
ment Budget City Manager Aubrey 
V. Watts, Jr. would be presenting 
to City Council - he retires OcL 1 - 
but it contained a number of firsts. 

It is the first time in recent 
memory, he said, that he is unable 
to recommend the full consu-uction 
program proposed by the School 
Board 

It is Uie first time he is not rec- 
ommending appropriation of the 
full legal limit of regular charter 
bonds. 

It is the first lime the capital 
spending recommended is less than 
the previous year. 

Watts selected as a theme, "a 
prudent pause," meaning that it is 
time to stop the accelerated spend- 
ing of one of the fastest growing 
cities in the national to reassess 
priorities in a changing economic 
atmosphere. To some, such as the 
school system, the "pause" seems 
more like a "halt." But the staff has 



listened to its consultants who rec- 
ommended caution and less 
borrowing, which affects future 
generations. 

The budget proposed last week 
calls for a five-year capital program 
of $1,106,089,058, down from 
$1,179,345,989 in last year's bud- 
get update. The 10- year program 
amounts to $1,436,741,149. Of 
that, $505,065, 608 is in utility 
projects and $930,675,541 in gen- 
eral public improvements. Roads 
and schools account for 79.4 per- 
cent of the general public im- 
provements total. 

Dean Block, assistant city man- 
. agcr/budget, said that full funding 
of the School Board's request would 
require sacrificing other priorities 
such as roads. The budget recom- 
mends funding approximately 95 
percent of the School Board's re- 
quest of first year funding. 

Watts said that the sheer magni- 
tude of the School Board request, 
$212,813 over the first five years, 
an increase of $81,793,813 over 
last year's CIP for the same five- 
year period, makes addressing the 
full five-year request impossible. 

Block said that the staff was con- 
cerned only with the total funding

Senior citizens, the disabled and 
their advocates raised their voices in 
support of moderate-priced housing 
for the people who, one said, usu- 
ally fall between the cracks. 

They outnumbered their oppo- 
nents, the residents of the neigh- 
borhood where the units would be 
located, by at least threc-lo-one in a 
packed council chambers last week. 
City Council had to decide whether 
to grant a zoning change and a con- 
ditional use permit for a home for 
the aged, disabled and handicapped 
on Mill Dam Road in the 
Lynnhaven Borough. 

By a close vote (5-4), council 
approved the applications for a re- 
zoning from B-2 Community 
Business District to R-10 Residen- 
tial District and a use permit. 

Voting against the motion were 
Councilmen Louis R. Jones and 
Paul J. Lanteigne and Council- 
women Reba McClanan and Nancy 
Parker. Councilman William D. 
Sessoms Jr. abstained and Mayor 
Meyera Obemdorf was absent 

The discussion took up two 



hours when it was before the Plan- 
ning Commission; it went on for 
more than three hours before the 
City Council. 

Donald Clark, attorney represent- 
ing the developer, Bancroft Hall 
Corporation, said that the company 
was owned by the Waiuer family 
(Richard M., president and Edwin 
S. and Scou D. vice presidents) and 
had built a number of similar pro- 
jects. AU but 25,000 square-feet of 
the 2.372-acre parcel already had 
been zoned R-10. 

Clark said that the building will 
be "L" shaped, three stories and 
have a privacy fence with an access 
gate leading directly into the Great 
Neck Village Shopping Center. He 
said that while the zoning would 
permit up to 143 units, the appli- 
cant would build a maximum of 
124 one-bedroom elderly housing 
units with an elevator, van service, 
, an on-site manager, maintenance 
and security system and automatic 
911 dialing. 

The project will have three-foot 
wide doors to accommodate 
wheelchairs and grabbars in the 
bathrooms, as well as smoothed- 
down carpet for walkers and canes.

Manager Recommends Deleting 
45, Freezing 100 City Positions 



Council Questions How 
Much Money Would Be 
Saved; Takes No Action

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts, 
Jr. has recommended deleting 45 
city positions and continuing a 
freeze on 100 others. 

When council, which look no 
action on the recommendation, 
adopted the one-time early retire- 
ment program sometime ago, Waus 
said that to accrue savings, at least 
half the number of positions from 
which employees apply for early 
retirement shouW be eliminated. 

Forty-five employees have ap- 
plied for early reurement, which 
would rajuire the elimination of at 
least 23 positions to realize any 
savings. However, Watts said that 



he decided to recommend the dele- 
tion of an equal number of posi- 
tions - 45. The positions suggested 
for elimination are not necessarily 
the same posiuons held by 
employees leaving on early reure- 
ment 

Watts told council last week that 
the 45 jobs recommended for dele- 
tion represent $1.3 million in direct 
salaries, which does not take into 
consideration other benefits. 

He was unable, however, lo give 
council the actual savings. He said 
that, first, the savings in eliminat- 
ing jobs has to be compared with 
the cost of five years additional 
employment credit for employee 
taking early retirement. The ciwlit 
was one of the inducements for 
early retirement, but will add to the 
cost of retirement payments.

Dear Courtney: 

Looking at your particular muscle malady from a nutritional standpoint, I 
wouM not necessarily say Uiat you need to eat more. However, I would highly 
recommend that you make an effort to consume more quality protein. During 
the '80' s, it seemed the big nutritional catchword was complex carbohydrates. 
Breads, pastas and rice become the foods of choice for millions of exercising 
Americans. Understandably, with so much of the emphasis being placed on 
running and other aerobic activities, the association with high enwgy foods 
such as complex carbs was a natural. 
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Fitness Lifestyles 
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Although the value of protein in the diet has been well known fa- genera- 
tions, it's importance somdiow paled compared to the energy giving properties 
of carbohydrates. Now, due partly to the widesi»ead interest by men and 
women with weighttraining, and their ongoing quest for toned, shapely, and 
youthful bodies, protein ^ould be generating new appeal. 

Protein isa major importance for all individuals, whether they participate in 
exercise or not Simply put, protein is essential for growth and maintenance of 
all body tissue, in particular, muscle tissue. Too little protein will frequently 
lead to poor muscle tone. Inadequate protein can also contribute to poor 
resistance to infection, slow recovery from wounds and weakening of the nails, 
hair and skin. A protein deficiency can really make it difficult to "bounce back" 
from a hard work-out. Another factor (o be aware of is that it is not so much the 
amount of protein you lake in, but the type of protein that counts. You could 
actually be in a protein-starved condition while consuming a fair quantity of 
protein, if that protein was incomplete or low quality. 



Protein is of major importance for all individu- 
als, whether they participate in exercise or not

Protein in foods that contain all the essential amino acids is called complete 
protein. Protein contained in foods ttot lack, or are low in anyone of the 
essential amino acids, is called incomplete protein. Meats and dairy products 
are complete protein foods. Starches such as pasia, rice, fruits and vegetables 
are incomplete protein. Although you can get complete protein from incom- 
plete protein foods, you must combine and balance foods to obtain the right 
prt^rtions of amino acids, and this does not always make for the highest 
quality of protein. Chicken, fish satd beef are excellent examples of high quality 
protein. Beef and pork should be limited because of a higher fat level. Egg 
albumen (or egg white) is the highest quality protein known. 

How much protein should you try to get? Over the years I've concluded that 
a good simple guideline is to divide body weight by two and the result will be 
the approximately number of grams of protein required e^h day . At the same 
time, I am keepng an eye on the latest nutritional research to sec if new flndings 
alter this formula.

Court Docent Tours Begin 



VBCDP was already off to a great start. In fact, its "pilot" year, 1978- 
1979, was so successful that it received the Liberty Bell Award from the 
Virginia Beach Bar Association, which has supported the program from its 
inception. 

The fourteenth year of court tours in our city will begin Monday, Sept. 
30. Two docents will meet the school bus bringing 12th-grade government 
students for their "Day in Court." Tours will be conducted on Mondays, 
Tuesdays and Wednesdays through the school year in an effort to teach 
young people about the law, the legal system, and their rights and respon- 
sibilities as citizens. ' . 

An alarming trend during the past few years has been the negative at- 
utudes of many young people who see the law as remote and impersonal, a 
nuisance, or a form of punishment. The National Institute for Citizen 
Education in the Law (NICEL) points out that "These negative attitudes 
lead to alienation and apathy, as evidenced by low voter turnout, disrespect, 
and anusocial behavior that is reflected in the growmg problems of crime 
and drug abuse." 

The goal of the VBCDP is to promote legal literacy and thus encourage 
positive attitudes toward die legal system. After all, the courts are here to 
help. The entire court system, from the lowest state court to the highest 
federal court, is geared to search out the truth and resolve conflicls, both 
civil and criminal. 



The students learn about the officers of the court by taking the roles of 
the bailiff, clerk, lawyers and jurors during a short mock trial at the begin- 
ning of their lour. After a visit to traffic court, they observe a trial in 
, progress in circuit court. Following a lunch break, the tour concludes with, 
a visit to the Virginia Beach Correctional Facility. An empty jail cell and 
the slamming of a steel door end the day in court with a kind of cxclama- 
4ion point! .

Comments from students through the years have convinced Director 
Melinda Perkins that the VBCDP has made a difference. One student noied 
that this was the best field trip of his high school years. Another said,

person before 1 have gotten all the facts." 

Maintaining our democracy is not easy, but through education indi- 
viduals can learn to be effective, law-abiding, participaung citizens. Thus, 
education is a task not only for the schools but for all of us.

the project will provide affordable 
housing for the moderate- to lower- 
income people who now must 
sometimes pay 60 to 70 percent of 
their income for housing. 

The apartments will contain less 
than 500 square feet of space and 
will rent for approximately $325 a 
month, Clark said.

Referendum borrowing adds 
to the city's debt just like any other 
type of borrowing and the city's

The $16.8 million Sandbridge 
sewer project is in the budget start- 
ing in the 1993-94 budget year. 

While no increase in the lax rates 
are recommended, the budget pro- 
poses an environmental service 
utility and environmental service 
fee. 

The budget does not include new 
projects recommended by the Resort 
Area Advisory Commission, but 
will continue the original beach 
enhancement program. However, 
some of the dedicated revenues will 
also be used for maintenance. 

All off-road bikeway projects 
have been deleted from the program 
and the Diamond Springs and Gen- 
eral Booth fire stations are indefi- 
nitely defened. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan, 
representing Princess Anne Bor- 
ough, where so much of the growth 
has been going on, said she was 
concerned about the low funding for 
the schools and the deferral of the 
General Booth fire station.

I tried to calm myself by 
remembering that coveragfc of Bush by die U.S. media was more balanced, 
showing him in official as well as leisure settings. But upon my return, I have 
nouced that die president does indeed appear on camera more often in a leisure 
setdng than an official one. 

Like most people, I recognize the need for vacations, and like most people, 
may one day take one, but in diese lean economic dmes, die image of a 
president perpetually on vacadon is unseUling. 

These may be working vacauons, but somehow having die president 
announcing a veto of national health care, or a freeze on federal hiring while, 
holding a golf club or fishing rod is rather disquieting.

"Our hospital inventory has 
dropped to a one-day supply," said 
Tom Indovina, administrator. 

"While much of the nation has 
been experiencing a severe blood 
shortage for some time, the Mid- 
Atlantic region has been holding its 
own until now. In recoit weeks we 
have experienced a dn^ in overall 
collections, meanwhile hospital 
usage has increased," Indovina said. 
"All types of blood are needed to 
replenish our hospital supply, but 
there is a critical need for blood 
types O and B. We must signifi- 
cantly increase collections over the 
next two weeks to avoid emergency 
aiqieal and cancellation of surgeries 
by our hospitals," he continued. 

"It is absolutely essential that the 
community become aware of the 
ongoing blood needs in the 
Tidewater area. An increase in blood 
donation over the coming weeks 
will ensure that an adequate supply 
of blood continues to be available 
for area hospital patients in need," 
Indovina said. 

The American Red Cross, Mid- 
Atlantic Regional Blood Services 
serves the blood needs of 87 coun- 
ties in central and southeastern Vir- 
ginia and eastern North Carolina. 

Blood donors should be 17 years 
of age or older, be in good health 
and weigh at least 110 pounds. 
Blood donation can be made every 
eight weeks (56 days).
